3. [Where originally there were 14 claims and the amendments consist in cancelling some claims and in adding 
new claims]: 

•Claims 1 to 6 and 1 4 unchanged; claims 7 to 13 cancelled; new claims IS, 16 and 17 added." or 
'Claims 7 to 1 3 cancelled; new claims 1 5, 1 6 and 1 7 added; ail other claims unchanged.' 

4. [Where various kinds of amendments are made]: 

"Claims 1 -1 0 unchanged; claims 11 to 1 3, 18 and 1 9 cancelled; claims 1 4, 1 5 and 16 replaced by amended 
claim 1 4; claim 1 7 subdivided into amended claims 1 5, 1 6 and 1 7; new claims 20 and 21 added.' 



■Statement under article 19(1 )" (Rule 46.4) 

The amendments may be accompanied by a statement explaining the amendments and indicating any impact 
that such amendments might have on the description and the drawings (which cannot be amended under 
Article 19(1)). 

The statement will be published with the international application and the amended claims. 
It must be In the language In which the International application ts to be published. 

It must be brief, not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the dmerenoes between the claims 
as filed and as amended. It must be Wed on a separate sheet and must be identified as such by a heading, 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 1 9(1 )." 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim. 



Consequence ff a demand lor International preliminary examination has already been filed 

If, at the time of filing any amendments under Article 1 9, a demand for international preliminary examin 
has already been submitted, the applicant must preferably, at the same tims of filing the amendments * 
International Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority (see Rule 62.2(a), first sentence). 



Consequence with regard to translation of the International application for entry Into the national phase 

The applicants attention is drawn to the fact that, where upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
olaims as amended under Article 19 may have to be furnished to the designated/elected Offices, instead of, or 
in addition to, the translation of the olaims as filed.
